What is Area 


The Interim Agreements between 
Israel and the PLO (1995), divided the 
West Bank into three categories: 

Area A includes all the Palestinian 
cities and most of the Palestinian 
population; controlled** by the 
Palestinian Authority. 

Area B encompasses large rural areas; 
Israel controls security control; PA 
controls civil matters 

Area C covers 60% of the West Bank; 
Israel has complete control.

**Since Area C dominates the entire West Bank, t 
Palestinian Authority is not independent of Israel.

Distribution by status of land 

Approximately 77 per cent of the 
demolition orders issued by the ICA 
since 1988 target structures located on 
land recognized by the Israeli authorities 
as privately-owned Palestinian land, 
while the remaining 23 per cent apply 
to structures built on land designated as 
public (also known as "state") land. 8 

Given the private status of the land in 
the first category, it is possible to infer 
that the grounds for denying a building 
permit in this category is the absence 
of a planning scheme or "outline 
plan". Overall, less than one per cent of 
Area C (18,243 dunums) has a planning 
scheme approved by the ICA allowing for 
Palestinian development. 9
